By banding toegther the stores can 
buy in larger lots and secure the best bargains in 
the market. 





WHEN Wm. Seward purchased Alaska in 1867 for 
$7,000,000 there was a loud outcry over this wanton ex- 
travagance. Times have changed, however. To-day 
Alaska is not only recognized as one of the most im- 
portant gold producing lands in the world, but this 
country within the Arctic Circle has developed marked 
agricultural possibilities. Our Agricultural Depart- 
ment has been investigating the subject, and now an- 
nounces that certain crops can be raised in Alaska at a 
good profit, and that, with reasonable care, cattle will 
thrive in its ice temperature. 








Tue reduction of forty-one million dollars in the 
exports of the United States for the eight months end- 
ing with February is not considered at all discouraging 
by those interested in the growth of our export trade, 
nor is it an indication of a decline in the general growth 
of that trade. On the contrary, in all important articles 
except three, in which conditions are abnormal, there 
has been an increase. The decrease is solely or prac- 
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tically so in corn, due to the great crop shortage caused 
by the drouth of last ‘summer, in copper, in which 
prices have greatly fallen, and in iron and steel manu- 
factures, due to the unusual demand of the home 
market upon our manufacturers and the reduced de- 
mand in foreign markets. In corn and cornmeal alone 
the exports fall more than 47 million dollars below 
those of the corresponding period of last year, while 
the total decrease in all exports is but $41,012,584; 
showing that if corn exports were normal the total 
figures would show an increase of more than six mil- 
lion dollars over last year and over the corresponding 


ProsPERITY at home and depression abroad are 
cited as the principal causes of the continued fall in 
the exportation of manufactures of iron and steel. 
Two items in the exports of the United States now show 
a marked reduction compared with those of last year— 
corn, and manufactures of iron and steel. Exportations 
of corn in the eight months ending with February, 1902, 
amounted, according to the preliminary figures of the 
bureau of statistics, just issued, to only 29,912,875 
bushels, against 132,624,859 bushels in the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding fiscal year, the value being 
in the eight months ending with February, 1902, $13,- 
683,200, against $60,621,569 last year, a reduction in 
this single item of $46,938,369. | The other import- 
ant item in which a reduction is apparent is manufac- 
tures of iron and steel. The exports under this head are 
for the seven months ending with January, 1902, $16,- 
000,000 below those of the corresponding months of last 
year, being $57,310,128 for the seven months ending 
with January, 1902, against $73,616,467 in the seven 
months ending with January, 1901. 








We have received an interesting pamphlet from 
the Manufacturers’ Record Publishing Co., Baltimore, 
Md., on “The Need of Technical Training for Southern 
White Boys.” Among the opinions on this question 
re¢eived is the following from O. I. Bates, of Oakland, 
Cal. : 

“To put a lad on his feet, to give him what is now 
denied to him—a chance in life—is a most acceptable re- 
ligigms work, and as such might be taken up by the 
manufacturers, the mining men, the mill-owners and 
the blest all over the country. From an economic point 
of view, the South is in much the same condition as 
Spain—immense undeveloped resources, an immense 
mass of human potential energy of the best class, idle 
and unutilized. One cannot blame the boys; which way 
can they turn? In investigating causes last year in 
the Peninsula I was asked a score of times by young 
fellows: ‘Cannot you, most worthy senor, take us to 
your country? We will do anything.’ This spring I 
came across some lads from Carolina, working in the 
fields hoeing tomatoes at thirty-seven cents a day. I 
met there exactly the same request: ‘Say, can’t you 
take us to California, we’d pay you back after a while?” 
Their education consisted in hardly being able to read. 
I am told that there are thousands of such young men. 
What a storehouse of unemployed and undeveloped 
wealth when applied intelligently to the soil, the forests 
and to raw material !”

They state that as a matter of fact there 
is not only no surplus of spelter here or elsewhere in 
the country, but many of the smaller smelters are actu- 
ally unable to keep up with the demand, even though 
they could get all the ore they need, which is also now 
a serious problem. Not a spelter sale was officially re- 
ported here during the entire week, a fact sufficient in 
itself at this season to demonstrate that the quotation 
made is not to be considered. Holders could not be 
induced to part with metal at the figure given. At 
this season the demand for galvanizing is heavy and 
with the stocks of ore at the mines cleaned up to the 
weekly production the smelters are necessarily hard put 
to it at both ends of the proposition.

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HOW ONE DEALER FIGHTS PEDDLERS. 








The irresponsible peddler who sells wrought steel 
ranges, sewing machines, etc., direct to the consumer is 
a general bugbear to the legitimate hardware trade. J 
H. Nieman, a Sunman, Ind., hardware dealer, has 
successfully fought these gentry by sending out the fol- 
lowing warning whenever one of them shows his head 
in his section of Ripley county: 

First—A man with a friendly smile and a tongue that 
never tires drives a wagon load of ranges, sewing machines 
or other articles up to your door. He may be accompanied 
by an acquaintance of yours, who appears to be merely riding 
round to introduce the peddlar and show him the way, 
but who, in reality, is paid big wages to help get your 
confidence and persuade you to buy whatever the peddler has 
to sell. The acquaintance introduces the peddler, who, in a 
smooth, convincing manner, begins to explain that his range, 
if it is a range he is selling, is superior to all other ranges, 
that it is made of wrought steel. He will tell you that his 
skillets are steel and will pound them on the wagon hub to 
convince you. Your home dealer will sell you the same skil- 
let for 30 cents. He will then tell you that the ranges sold 
by other dealers are cast iron and will not stand as rough 
handling as his will. He will tell you that you can buy this 
superior range for from $60.00 to $70.00. (This is nearly 
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double what you would have to pay your home dealer for a 
better range.) He will tell you that if you have not the 
money to pay cash, you can take the range and have time 
to test its qualities, and if it suits you, you can pay for it. 
If not, he will take it back. But, as a matter of form, he 
will ask you to sign a receipt for the range, so that he can 
account for it to the company. Here the neighbor that is 
riding with him casually remarks that Mr. A. and Mr. B. and 
Mr. C. and several others, some of whom you know, bought 
ranges, and that they are awfully well pleased with them. 

Second—A Contract—If you buy you pay the cash or 
give a contract note in which you agree to pay $60.00 to 
$70.00 at a given time, with 6 per cent interest from date. 
This is all fair. But suppose you do not agree to buy the 
range, but you take it on approval and sign a receipt. There 
is where the danger lies. The receipt you sign is a cun- 
ningly worded note in which you promise to pay a certain 
sum of money in a certain time with interest. Be on your 
guard. Sign no paper until you have carefully read it. 
It is always safest to sign no paper offered you by a stranger. 

Third—Your Note—The paper you signed for a receipt 
is sold to a bank or other party, and when the time is up it 
is presented for payment. You may be surprised. You may 
deny signing a note, but you can’t deny your signature. You 
may plead ignorance, but that is no excuse in law. You may 
wish to see the gent that sold you the range, but he is gone. 
You will never see him again. All is left for you to do is 
to pay the note, save your credit and acknowledge that you 
were duped by a peddler. Do not think this trick is never 
played. People all over the country, men and women of in- 
telligence and good business sense have been induced to let 
the peddler unload his wares, on some pretext or other, have 
given their receipt, as they thought, and have afterwards 
been forced to pay a note that they would have sworn they 
never signed. Did your home dealer ever treat you in this 
manner? 

Fourth—Do not buy a costly range if you can do your 
cooking on a good cooking stove, which you can buy of 
your home dealer with all the trimming for about $25.00. 
But if you are actually in need of a range, you can buy the 
best on the market from your home dealer for about one- 
half what you pay the peddler. 

Remember—The peddler, driving from a long distance, 
with a fine team, and paying in every neighborhood some 
influential neighbor big wages as a persuader, has to sell his 
wares high to make expenses, while-your home dealer has 
none of this expense to pay and can and will give you the 
benefit. You can better afford to drive your own wagon to 
the store than to pay two men and a fine team from $12 to 
$20 a day to deliver the article needed at your door. 

Remember—When you buy a range or other article 
purchased of a peddler who is never one month in one place, 
you will have trouble in getting repairs when needed, while 
the same thing purchased of your home dealer can be fur- 
nished with repairs at any time, on short notice and but lit- 
tle cost. 

A Fact—The writer of this circular is not a dealer in 
any of these articles. He has no personal interest directly in 
the matter. But knowing from observation that hundreds 
of good people are being daily humbugged and beaten out 
of their hard earned cash, and knowing that every dollar taken 
out of his neighborhood by these distant strangers, who never 
spend a dollar here, makes money that much scarcer and 
makes it that much harder to sell anything else, thus inter- 
fering with all lines of trade, desires to warn the people 
against any scheme calculated to injure all the people by 
wronging a part of the people. Be warned in time. Don’t 
be imposed upon. Sign no paper for a stranger.

CHANGE OF NAME OF ASSOCIATION. 


One year ago in the month of March the delegates to 
the Interstate Retail Hardware Asociation assembled in this 
city at the Sherman House. At that meeting the name of 
the association was changed to the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association. While seven states only were affiliated with 
the Interstate, the argument was made that the intent and

The association had a number of unpaid bills 
and the secretaries of the affiliated states were slow, possibly 
careless, about sending their state dues to the national treas- 
urer, so that the condition which confronted the new national 
officers was a depleted treasury, very little money in sight, 
and what was received must be piled on our heritage of debts.

Don’t forget, gentlemen, that individual members with the 
right spirit, with tact and judgment, can accomplish more 
than they dream of with well directed effort. 
GRAVE DOUBTS. 

Gentlemen, in accepting this position for the current year 
I have grave doubts for the future. I go into this thing with 
fear and trembling, but if you will help to hold my hands 
up I hope to say when we convene again in the city of Chi 
cago that we have done well. I thank you. (Applause.) 

On motion, the convention adjourned subject to the call 
of the executive committee. . 

At the conclusion of the convention the executive com- 
mittee met and re-electd Mr. M. L. Cory of Argos, Ind., 
s@cretary, and selected Mr. W. P. Bogardus of Mt. Vernon, 
O., as treasurer for the ensuing year.

The continuous tin 
roofing will be made by improved machinery by which 
the sheets are folded, seams locked and soldered and 
painted automatically. 
, The sheets will be patent leveled, the sides parallel 
and perfectly square with the ends. The tinning plant 
will be a new departure in this line, the plant being 
delivered to the sorter automatically after it leaves the 
dipper. 

* By a patent process they will be made the exact 
size. The ends and sides will be perfect right angles 
and the sheets being trimmed before tinning there will 
be no uncoated edges to get rusty. They are also 
cleaned by a new process.

THE SOCIAL SIDE OF BUSINESS LIFE. 


By A. F. Brady. 
Paper read before the last meeting of the Pacific Retail 
Hardware Association. 


AN IMPORTANT BUSINESS FACTOR. 


It is my endeavor to present to you a few thoughts on 
the social side of business life as I have found them during 
my career as a clerk and business man, with the idea of 
calling your attention to a very important factor in business, 
and trust that during the course of my remarks you may at 
least find a thought to place on the credit side of your 
profit and loss account when you return home. 

As you glance back over the years in your business life 
you will find two very important factors that have helped to 
make your business career a success. One is hard work, 
coupled with judgment, and the other is social work, a 
recreation in a measure, but a necessary factor in your busi- 
ness life. 

THE FIRST PHASE. 

Your first instructions upon taking a position behind a 
counter were to keep yourself neat and clean and be polite 
and pleasant to customers. This is the first phase of the 
social part of business and a very essential one for encourag- 
ing trade. 

MEETING PEOPLE SOCIALLY. 

The next step is to meet socially people during business 
hours and also outside of business hours who may become 
customers at some time or another. This calls you to take 
an active interest in the “social world,” as we term it, to 
know people and to become known. 

You must learn to meet people easily, study their habits, 
understand human nature and be able to rely on your own 
judgment as to their responsibility, or suffer by experience 
with them. 

SHOULD KEEP IN TOUCH WITH THE TIMES. 

Progressive business men must keep in touch with the 
times that are ever changing, and to do so they must keep 
in touch with the people. In order to do this they must 
take an active part in the various affairs that affect the 
social and moral welfare of the city or town in which they 
are doing business, and to identify themselves in every way 
possible with its common interests. 

UNSATISFACTORY CONDITIONS. 


They are at their place of business from early morn 
until late at night, and to attend to the social calls and other 
duties outside of their business they must take the time from 
their business, or they will have to neglect the outside duties, 
or attend to the outside duties and neglect their business. 
Both conditions are unsatisfactory and there should be a 
remedy. We must have time for business, and we must 
have time for the social side. 

RECREATION IS ESSENTIAL. 

Our minds and bodies are so constituted that each must 
have change of employment—recreation—new thoughts. 

You may be able to move along and bear the great strain 
of work—work—work while youth and strength are yours, 
but you are not building either a strong body or a strong 
mind for the latter years of your life, and for the time 
when the accumulated business interests demand a clear and 
ready mind to direct, at least, those who may be performing 


the labor for us. 
HOME BUILDING. 


Now, gentlemen, let us think of this matter seriously 
while we are young and active; let us go away from this 
association of to-day with the determination that while we 
are building a good, firm business structure, we will at the 
same time make a beautiful social structure of home, which 
will be a bulwark for the nation’s defense, the strength of 
a nation’s safety. 


MEN IN RUTS. 

A few years ago you would see men who had got into 
ruts and grooves, who had neglected everything in the way 
of business progress to make money and who had succeeded 
in their effort in making a fortune, but recall with regret 
the neglected opportunities cf the past, when it was too late. 





THE AMERICAN ARTISAN AND HARDWARE RECORD. 


SOCIAL CALLS ARE IMPERATIVE. 

In speaking to the assembly here at the present time, let 

me say to you that we must educate ourselves in other lines 

than hardware if we wish to make a successful business 

career for ourselves; we must free ourselves from the chains 

of business cares and give a portion of our time to the 

social and intellectual department of business. Our social 

calls are imperative and demand a portion of our time and 

attention; and not only that, we must take recreation and 
pleasure as we go along in life. 

SHOULD JOIN AN EARLY-CLOSING MOVEMENT. 


Now, as a solution to this problem, let me suggest, if you 
are not already in line, that you join in promoting an early- 
closing movement. And I want every person within range 
of my voice to think about it and give it serious thought, 
not only here but when you get home and at your place of 
business. 

If possible get the merchants to close at six o’clock, and, 
if not that, early agitate the question and get them to close 
as early as possible, as it then gives you time for your 
social duties without interfering with your business and 
vice versa. 

ADVANTAGES OF EARLY CLOSING. 

We have had a trial of closing at six o’clock for a 
little over a month in the furniture, hardware and. groceries 
in our city of about 7,000 inhabitants, and have found that 
it has proven satisfactory as it has in a great many other 
cities throughout the state. At the first of the year we were 
successful in getting other lines of business to agree to clos- 
ing their business houses at the same time. 

We find it gives us time to read the daily papers and 
trade journals, and keep abreast of the times, and to become 
familiar with the market and the conditions that affect it. 
We find time to meet our friends socially and to get ac- 
quainted with our. competitors. 

A married man can become acquainted with his family, 
and we can all find time to attend to the various duties that in 
the past we have attended to by stealing time from our 
business. 

BUT FEW COMPLAINTS. 

You will find some complaint on the part of a few 
customers on early closing, because we cannot all see things 
in the same light at the same time, but the customers, as a 
rule, will see the justice of the situation and conform with 
the new custom without a protest. 

The time is not far distant when you will see the six 
o'clock closing movement general throughout the state, as it 
is a practical solution of the conditions governing the social 
and working hours of business, and is a step toward the 
advancement of a progressive age. 

SHOULD JOIN THE ASSOCIATION. 

Under the best conditions we can establish there must 
be exceptions, and my advice to all of you is to violate that 
rule and attend the meetings of the Pacific Retail Hardware 
Association as a part of our social and business duty. To 
come in touch with men who are in the same line of busi- 
ness, good, social, broad-minded fellows who are always 
willing to give you ideas that they have found valuable in 
business, and exchange ideas with the wholesalers and learn 
conditions that exist, that without cooperation we would 
some of us never know or attempt to govern, and in doing 
so I feel that we can attend these meetings and return home 
from the same feeling fully repaid for the time and expense 
of such a trip, stolen from business as it were, and give a 
big credit mark to “The ‘Social Side of Business Life.” 
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COLD SAGACITY.

AMOUNT OF DIRECT HOT WATER RADIATION.

THE ROYAL AND IPIPERIAL PALACE LIBRARY, 
VIENNA, AUSTRIA, FOR THE VISIT OF HIS 
IMPERIAL HIGHNESS THE CROWN 
PRINCE OF GERMANY, 

APRIL 14, 1901.

SCHOOL, VIENNA. 


(Translated from the German by Charles F. Hauss, and read 
before the recent meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Heating and Ventilat- 
ing Engineers. ) 


THE HALL IN QUESTION. 


The subject that I am about to submit to you today may 
not be of very great importance and may not occur under 
the same conditions again, yet it seems to me to be so unusual 
owing to the peculiar conditions and method of handling 
as to be worthy of your attention. 

The hall is the large bookroom of the Imperial Court 
Library, designed by Court Architect Fisher von Erlbach, 
and finished about 1736. The walls are all covered with 
costly shelving made of rare woods, and filled with priceless 
books and manuscripts, the ceiling is beautifully frescoed, 
and the floor is made of mighty slabs of stone. 

This hall had never been artificially warmed in its nearly 
200 years of existence, and when you know that the order to 
heat it came only a few days before the intended reception, 
and during the cold season of the year, for such a select 
gathering you will have some idea of the task set for us. 

Figs. 1 and 2 show a sectional elevation and plan of the 
hall. It was a sudden idea of the Court Marshal,, placed in 
the front rank of the program, that the Austrian Emperor 
should lead his young and ambitious guest, Germany’s Crown 
Prince, through the grand library hall to show him some 
of his priceless treasures. Naturally, a great deal of thought 
was given to properly carry out this idea. 

THE GREATEST DIFFICULTY. 

The greatest difficulty was to install the heating ap- 
paratus, the order for which was given about the end of 
March. The weather was cool and variable, and the recep- 
tion was to take place on April 14. 

Now we knew that in former years the hall seldom had 
a temperature of 50 degrees Fahrenheit even in May, when 
the attendants entered it wearing overcoats. 

A personal survey showed at once the many difficulties 
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in the way; the book-covered walls forbade the setting up 
of radiators, and the fact that all the rooms under the hall 
were filled with books prevented the introduction of heat 
through the floor. Added to this was the anxiety of the 
Library Direction that a sudden change in the temperature 
and moisture of the air in the hall might have a bad effect 
on the woodwork, books and bindings, which was anything 


Time 







but encouraging, and urged on us the greatest care. There 
was no thought of erecting a permanent heating apparatus, 
owing especially to the lack of time. 

A HELP IN SOLVING THE PROBLEM. 

One help in the solution of the problem lay in the fact 
that the end of a steam main that is part of the system for 
heating the new palace was not far away, and allowed us, 
with slight changes, to get steam at 39 Ibs, pressure. The 
method of using this steam was not long in doubt, for the 
first thing to impress the expert was the large stone floor 
space, with which the body must come in close contact. 

Fifteen minutes on this floor was enough to give one 
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very cold feet, which great loss of bodily heat necessitated 
the giving of special attention to warming the floor. 

This prompted the decision to distribute the heating sur- 
faces as near the floor as possible, and through the middle 
of the hall—and by a continuous heating of the space, have 
the surrounding walls and floor absorb enough heat and store 
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it, that they would give it off again after the apparatus was 
removed, and leave the space warm enough on the day of the 
reception to make it safe for the Imperial guest to spend 
some time in the hall, 

REMOVAL OF HEATING APPARATUS. 

For removing the heating apparatus, airing, and decorat- 
ing the hall, three days were allowed, and it was determined 
that the temperature should at no time exceed 82.4 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and that the usual relative amount of moisture 
in the air should be majntained. 

TEMPERATURE TO BE MAINTAINED. 

The construction of the apparatus was intrusted to the 
firm of J. L. Bacon, in Vienna, and little time was lost before 
work was commenced. The amount of heat necessary to

noon of each day. 
maintain a temperature of 59 degrees Fahrenheit in the hall, 
when the outside temperature was 41 degrees Fahrenheit, 
was about 600,000 heat units per hour. The amount of 
radiation used in the work was 3,225 square feet of gill pipe, 
or extended surface radiation, rated to give off about 800,- 
ooo B. T. U. per hour. The pipe was laid in two lines, as 
near the floor as possible, to allow for drainage in the two 
lines, which are together about 500 feet long. These gill 
pipes are shown in Fig. 8. The work was finished in the short 
space of three days and on 28th day of March at 5 p. m.,, 
steam was turned on. 
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The heat was maintained continuously day and night 
until April 7, after which, the temperature having reached 
the limit of 68 degrees Fahrenheit, the heat was only main- 
tained for 12 hours each day. 

At 6 o’clock a. m., on April 12, the heating apparatus 
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* Airing of the bali.

was removed, and at 3 o’clock p. m., on April 14, or three 
hours before the reception, the doors and windows were 
opened to thoroughly air the hall. 

The record of temperature was kept by two registering 
thermometers, one on the floor, the other in the gallery. Figs. 
3 to 7 show the record of the gallery thermometer. 

It may be well to mark the rapid rise in temperature, 
from the beginning of the time of heating—up to 69.8 degrees 
Fahrenheit—and the much slower drop in temperature after 
the heat was shut off. Yet the increase as well as the 
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decrease was gradual, and show that the walls and floor did 
store the heat. 
OBSERVATIONS OF TEMPERATURE. 


The diagram shows that on the day of the reception 
the inside temperature was about 68 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
average outside temperature was 47.3 degrees Fahrenheit. 
it is remarkable that the floor thermometer registered during

the first period of heating from 2.2 degrées to 3.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit higher than the gallery thermometer. 

Aside from the observation of the space temperatures we 
also made tests of the floor temperatures with quicksilver 
thermometers, that were set in bored holes 2% inches deep.

position of the heating pipes and the position of the floor 
thermometers.

and attached with regulating valves to the steam pipes, and

I had a pleasant chat recently with A. P. Elder, 
a plumbing and heating man located in Ottawa, Kan. 
Mr. Elder is a firm believer in the Sunflower state and 
the people out there. He said: “Back in 1889 an 
editor named Galloway, living in Ft. Scott, put an 
article in his paper which contained some original sta- 
tistics showing that the mortgage crop in Kansas 
amounted to $249,000,000. There was a big outcry over 
the publication of these figures and unpleasant things 
were said about Mr. Galloway’s fidelity to state interests, 
his general accuracy, etc., but investigators found that he 
was right and an era of retrenchment set in. To show 
how this worked I will state that down where I live the 
courthouse agitation that had broken out at intervals 
for 20 years reached a head. It was the original in- 
tention to build a $100,000 courthouse and issue bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest for 20 years. When you 
borrow money for 20 years you have to pay double and 
our people had waked up to their condition. So, in- 
stead of borrowing $100,000 they decided to build a 
$50,000 court house and to pay for jt then and there. 


' As a result of persistently pursuing this policy Kansas 


is out of debt today. We don’t go gunning for capi- 
talists any more because the men who loan money in 
Kansas today are the prosperous Kansas farmers and 
merchants. The corn crop is up against it, but a short 
corn does not carry the ruin with it that it did back 
in the grasshopper year of 1874, when Kansans con- 
fined their crops to corn and hogs. ‘That bitter experi- 
ence was the forerunner of diversified farming and to- 
day the Kansas farmer has half a dozen irons in the fire 
as far as crops go and the failure of no single crop 
can work him any terrific disaster. I am not a mem- 
ber of the Kansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
and am not eligible, in fact, as 1 am a heating and 
plumbing man and am not a hardware dealer, but 1 
have a deep interest in their success and am confident 
that had not their president during 1901 been an in- 
valid during a long stretch of the year, that associa- 
tion would have shown up with an annual meeting that 
would have surprised the retail hardware world.”

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SHIP CANALS. 





Ship canals connecting great bodies of water and 
of sufficient dimensions to accommodate the great mod- 
ern vessels plying upon such waters are of comparatively 
recent production and few in number. The one great 
example of works of this character which has been a 
sufficient length of time in existence and operation to 
supply satisfactory data as to cost of maintenance and 
operation and practical value to the commerce of the 
world, is the Suez canal, and for this the available sta- 
tistics begin with the year 1870, while its new and en- 
larged dimensions only date from the year 1896. For 
the Sault Ste. Marie canal, connecting Lake Superior 
with Lake Huron, statistics “date from 1855, though for 
the canal in its present form they cover but about four 
years. Statistics of the Welland canal date from 1867, 
but for the canal in its present enlarged form, cover 
only two years of operation. The other great ship 
canals of the world are of much more recent construc- 
tion, and data regarding their operation therefore cover 
a comparatively brief term, and in some cases are 
scarcely at present available in detail. 

The artificial waterways which may properly be 
termed ship canals are nine in number, viz. : 

1. The Suez canal, begun in 1859 and completed 
in 1869; 





2. The Cronstadt and St. Petersburg canal, begun 
in 1877 and completed in 1890; 

3. The Corinth canal, begun in 1884 and com- 
pleted in 1893; 

4. The Manchester ship canal, completed in 1894; 

5. The Kaiser Wilhelm canal, connecting the Bal- 
tic and North Seas, completed in 1895; 

6. The Elbe and Trave canal, connecting the 
North Sea and Baltic, opened in 1900; 

?. The Welland canal, connecting Lake Erie with 
Lake Ontario; 

8and 9. The two canals, United States and Cana- 
dian, respectively, connecting Lake Superior with Lake 
Huron.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Furnace stocks of iron are unprecedentedly small 
but supplies of coke are going forward better and pro- 
duction is active, with the result that less concern is 
felt by consumers as to supplies. Premiums for quick 
deliveries are, however, as high as formerly and eager 
buying for fall delivery is still reported at Chicago 
and Pittsburgh. A further advance in Southern iron 
is prevented only by the fear that freight rates may 
be advanced. Chicago reports that traveling men are 
not needed to sell pig iron and that wire nails and 
hardware sells freely, while Pittsburgh reports an enor- 
mous demand for structural material, 25,000 tons be- 
ing sold during the week. There is afi impression 
there, however, that forge and foundry iron are being 
overbought. An event of the week has been the ar- 
rival of 5,000 tons of Cleveland (English) pig iron 
for use in the central West. Chain 
have agreed on an advance of $4 per ton.
